Husband in U.S. 

Soviet ballerina 
flies toMoscow 



NEW YORK (UPI). - A Sovfet 
ballerina, rejecting offers of 
asylum and her defector 
huwand's pleas for a reunion, left 
for Moscow Monday aboard an 
Aeroflot jet the United States had 
grounded for three days to 
determine whether she was leav- 
ing voluntarily. 

The white and blue Iiyushhi-62 ~ 
let carrying' dancer Ludmila 
Vlasova lifted off frOBrKennedy . ■ 
Airport at 4:39 p.m. MOT, ending 
a diplomatic standoff between 
Moscow and Washington ' pro- 
mpted by the defection to tbe 
United States of ber husband, 
30>year4ld Bolshol Ballet star 
Aleksandr Godunov. 

The - plane carried 54 other' 
passengers, most of them Soviet ', 
citizens, besides Miss Vlasova, 
al^itafflclalssald. ' 
Fifty-two people had remained 
. aboara the plane with the dancer' 
throughout the . negotiations .but . 
an jAmerlean woman and. a 
Peruvian man were allowed to 
board twfote takeoff. Tbe airport 
officials deelliwd to Identify the 
two additional passengers, , 
' - Godunov had Insisted since he , 

was granted asylum by American 
f Immigration officials last Wed- 
nesday that Miss Vlasova, herself

"She stpick me as having made 
up her mind," McHenry said. 
"She didn't strike mc as being 
drugged, doped or under stress." 

Soviet diplomat Yevgeny 
Makeyev said the bhllerlna's 
decision and the release of the 
plane ^ere "a'vlctory of justice. _ 
The' results spco)('~fd'r 
themselves." 

When asked why It tooV so long , 
to break' the deadlock, McHenry 
said, "You'll have to ask them."

GIs held 
on drug 
charges 

OPPENHEIM, West Germany ' 
(UPI) — A U.S. Army spokesman 
said Monday that military police and 
West German officials were lioldlng 
24 American soldiers, three German 
women and a Turkish couple in a 
crackdown on drug sales to GIs. 

U.S. military police orrcstcd the 24 
soldiers Friday, at the Dexholm, 
barracks In Oppenhclm, 27 .miles 
southeast of Frankfurt, the 
spokesman said. 

The Turkish couple and the three 
Gorman women, two of them the 
wives of GIs, were arrested by West 
German police, tlic spokesman said. 

The arrests capped a lo ng in* 
"vo8tlghlldn""by" U7Sr~tnintary 
.authorities and West German police 
.into the sale and .use of drugs at the 
Dcxhcim barracks. 

Police said one ot the women was . 
suspected of selling OIs heroin worth 
as much OS $27,000 In March alone. 
Anolher'had 2.45 ounces ol heroin in 
/jer possession- when she wos nr- 
"rested, UieV said.

sabotage could create severe energy crisis

WASHINGTON tUPI)' — Disruption of the country's 
key crude oU or petroleum product pipelhies by ' 
earthquakes, human error or sabotage could trigger an 
energy crisis worse than the Arab oil embargo, a 
government report said Monday. 

Tbe 67-page General Accounthig Office report accused 
both ({ovemment and private Industry of neglecting 
pipeline security, despite general agreement that key 
pipeline systems are vulnerable to disruption. 

Tbe report dalled on Congress to strengthen the 
autboElty of tbe energy secretary to enforce minimum 
securl'ty standards and make plans for cophig with 
energjr shortages that would result from disruptions.

"GAG recognizes that no level of physical security 
w^U be fail-safe Against highly motivated, well-trijncd 
saboteurs," ' the report sald.> "However, pbysfcal 
security measures, such as lockbig gates and diecking 
personal Identification, are basic precautions which 
may discourage persons who are less motivated or not 
so well-trained." 

The congressional watchdog agency said It fotmd 
"physical security measures ranging from virtually 
nothing to armed guards- -and higlily sophisticated 
electronic detectors" on tlie Trans-Alaska, Capltnc and 
Colonial pipelhics, the three major systems It Vlsiicd. 
. It said fenced-in terminals and pump stations on the 
Capllne and Colonlalpfpclhies are locked oiily at night 



or when tfiey are unmanned, ond "controls over locks 
and keys are extremely loose," 

^ "Ttie Industry Is not emphasizing basic precautions — 
even at some critical fncllitics — which. If damaged or 
destroyed, could rcnulrc months to repair." tlie report 
said. 

"Because of Uils nation's - heavy dcpcndance on 
petroleum supplies and the enormous adverse clTects a 
supply Interruption could have, important- pipeline 
facilities need-belter physical protection — and the 
federal government needs to have backup contingency 
plans," it said, ■ * . ■ 

It said a prolonged disruption of the three major 
pipelines could di^rlvc tbe country of 4.5 mlllfon barrels

Justice has its price 

' Justice Is a simple concept, but the law Js' 

not so simple. 

To understand the complexities of the law 
•requires years of rigorous training, and 
those who understand It do not part with 
• their time cheaply. 

Certainly they do not come as cheap as the 
Twin Falls County Commissioners are 
hoping. 

The commissioners hope they can staff a 
public defender's office with two attorneys', 
clerical' help and materials for $50,000 a 
year. 

' Local attorneys, including some who have 
served as public defenders, do not think the 
Job can be done for tbat price. . 

The county could.hiie two attorneys and a 
sl^aff for $50,000, but they would have to 
settle tor attorneys with little experience. 

- As soon as the public defender lost a few 
cases, . defendants, especially in Serious 
criminal cases, would petition the court to 
find them new, more competent counsel. 

Then the coiinty would be- stuok with the 
bills for outside counsel in addition to the 
salaries of the public defenders. 

The^ costs of providing public defender 
services would rise far .above the $60,CfOO low 
bid the county was.offered for performance 
of the services. 
" "The-commlssloners are to be' coinmended 
tor trying to make.tbt most efficient, use of 
taxpayisr dollars; and eventually Twin ^'all's 



County will have enotigh people and enough 
crime to make it more economical to hire 
two, full-time attorneys rather than a law 
firm.to handle the public defense.- 

At this point, however, given the going 
rate for attorneys, that point has not been 
reached. 

Commissioner Ann Cover's argument that' 
hiring a full-time public defender_to,do.the 
job will , let the commissioner's be the boss 
rather than the. -law firm is also difficult to 
grasp. 

The law dictates what the public defender 
must do to provide a proper defense, and It 
Is difficult to believe that Mrs. Cover Intends 
to supersede the law; 

Besides, It is not just the indigent and the 
habitual criminal who are potential victims 
of the commissioners' attempt ' to save 
. money In the public defender's office. 

The cost of private legal representation is 
now so high that the vast majority of all 
cases are, now referred to the public 
defender. The average citizen cannot afford 
to retain private counsel for a major 
criminal case, and many aMorneys now ask 
for minimum fees in advance. 

Most of us do not expect to ever b^ the 
defendant -In a criminal action. But innocent 
people are sometimes ac^sed of crimes and 
brought to trial. . - 
— Twln Falls Cotmty should spend-what it 
'takes to make the services of i competent 
public defender available to Its citizens.

'But m. the wiwle,. women are' 
doing pretty well. Verscbetden re- 
vtewea .30 cases' decided oVer the 
past nine terms : of tbev court. In 
seven cases the women's movement 
flatly lost, but two of titose losses 
subsequently were nulllfled by con- 

- gresslonal action. In four other 
cases, women lost and won at the 
same time: that Is, the Court upheld 
laws that 'Klve: women certain 
advantages notglyen men. 

The other - 19 cases constituted 
clear victories for women's equality 
under the law. Iii these cases the 
Court held that gendar classifica- 
tions violated the concept of equal 
'protection of the laws and could not 
06' sustained -by some overriding 
interest of Ihestate. 

First, the lost, causes: A unanl- 

- mous court held summarily In 1972 
that Alabama could require a 
married woman to use her 



husband's surname in obtnlnlng a 
driver's license. In 1976, another 
unanimous court upheld a distinction 
in-the-Social*Securtty- Act-between - 
married womtlh and divorced 
women. This past term the Court 
fntnd nothing unconstitutional In a 
Massachusetts law on veterans' 
preference. It approved a Georgia 
status dealing with Illegitimate 
children. And by a S4 vote ft upheld 
a provision o( (he Social Security Act 
doiying. certain benefits to mothers 
of ultimate children. 

In 1974 and again in 1976, women 
plaintiffs lost cases having to do 
with pregnancy benefits under 
health and accident insurance. The 
decisions proved so unpopvdar that 
_Conjp^ Jast_year_pvertumed- the- 
Court's tulliig by passing' an act 
flatly forbidding enrnlinrers (b treat 
pregnancy difnrenUy ^ftom otfier 
lost-time dIsaUlltles. As a cause for 
gender classification,- pregnancy. Is 
now an absolute no-no. 

In the four cases the Court upheld 
unequal treatment by reason oi sex, 
but the unequal treatment has 
redounded to women's advantage. In 
Florida, for example, widows rctaiij 
a special tax exemption not availa- 
ble .to widowers. The Navy may 
treat women officers more 'favorably 
than men In certain promotions'. In 
the calculation df average wages for 
Social Secmity benents, the Court In 
1977 apprpved a. distinction In 
women's favor. 

The 19 victories tor women's 
equality- cover a wide range. In 
cases from Oklahoma and Utah, the 
Oomt has Htnodted out the notion 
I'age of maturity" 



may be gender-based, if a woman of 
18 may buy beer, a male of 18 must 
be permuted to buy It 'too. Cases 
from MIsslouri-and-Arkansos have 
out an end to the special immunity 
from Jiny service that women once 
enjoyed. , .. . * 
• Ttus post term the Court broad- 
ened the right of women to sue on 

grounds of discrimination. In Orr vs. 
rr the Court ruled 6-3 that Alfibama 
could not impose alimony obligations 
only on husbands and not on wives. 
Several cases, no(;3bIy a case 
Involving Coming Glass In 1974, 
have ringingly upheld the federal act 
requiring equal pay for equal work. 
In other opinions the Court has 
nullified- state laws giving special 
advantaseJ9.m.aIes ln.theLprobatc of- 
estates. 

The trend. If I Interpret 
Verschclden's findings correctly, is 
toward nullifying state and fcdcrol 
laws that discriminate by sex, unless 
some compeUbig public interest can 
be shown. If uis trend continues, 
most of the purposes of tiic pending - 
Equal Rloms Amendment, other 
ttian symBoilc purposes, will be 
. Bccompll^ed by court decisions 
backed vp by le^atlve activity. 

I would argue that this Is the way 
these purptKses should be achieved, 
by legal evolution rather than by 
constitutional revolution. Thc-gcnci:, 
al alms of the ERA command 
almost universal support.

Plummcr, a stoff worker for tho

Workers Union, said the story of Joe 
Hill Is well known In the annals of 
union' history and is taught in labor 
history courses. Ten years after his 
death. Hill's story inspired a ballad, 
still sung today by folk singer -loan 
Baet, attesting to the undying spirit 
of whathc stood for, Plummersald. 

Hill, bom -loel Hagglund, came 
from Sweden to the Unites Stptcs at 
the. age of 23. He worked the rails 
and waterfronts and tn igiQ_ began 
traveling from' town to town, work- 
ing and preaching unionism as a 
member of the fledgling Industrial 
Workers of the World. 

He wrote satirical pro-union songs. 
In one song — "The Preacher and 
the Slave" — he macks clergy who- 
teU workers to be satisifed with their 
lot in IKe because there will bo 
rewards in heaven. .In that song he 
coined tho popular expression, ^'Plc 
In the sky," 

In 1914, while In Salt. Lake City he 
was occuscd of murdering a grocer 
during a holdup, though he stead- 
fastly maintained his innocence. 
— 'Plummer"8ald"'witn$sses reported 
the grocery store bandif was stiot 
during the robbery. That same 
night, Plummer said, Hill was 
treated for a shotgun wound. 

He was convicted of the murder

Las Vegas officer hustles prisoner away after revolt ends 

Jail revolt ends 
with leaders dead 



LAS VEGAS. Ncv. (UPI) - The 
two alleged leaders of an uprising In 
the City Mall Jail shot and killed 
each oUicr early Monday, ending the 
rebellion, 

— Tliree. guilrds who were held 
hostage throughout the weekend 
were freed, 

One-of the guards was ili^tly 
wounded when, (he sho<)ting broke 
out, but the other t^o guards wore 
released uninjured. , ■ 

The third alleged principal in the 
Incident, Patrick C. McKenna. 31. 
was arrested and held under heavy 
guard In the main city Jail several 
blocks from City HdlVJall annex. 

A television newsmon who was 
port of a- negotiating team which 
tried to end the iaijhouse rebellion 
said the'shobtlng began when one of 
i^lhe inmate leucrs. .Eugene Shaw, 
"40; ' 8udder(ly, 'freaked out" anS 
' began firing nlB weapon. 

Shaw faced a fio-year prison term 
on multiple convictions of robbery 
and use of a deadly weapon. 

Bob Stoldat, news director of 
KLAS-TV. said he was talking by 
telephone with McKenna when the 
gunfire started. He said he spoke to 
McKenna ogaln after police had 
secured the second-floor cell block. 

-Sioldai said McKenna told' him 
that Shaw and Felix Lorenzo, 
another leader of the uprising, had 
shot and killed each other; 

Lorenzo, 29, who faced a prison 
term of 150 years for a scries of 
fobberres ' and ~ kldnappltigs, 'was 
accused of paHlclpatlng In the 
attempted escape of 2& felony 
prisoners from the aark County Jail 
last May, 

McKenna, who was sentenced to 
three consecutive life prison terms 
for the. rape, robbery and kidnapping 
of two young women in a Las- Vegas 
'motet, is scheduled to go on trial In 
October for the ktlltng.of.a JeUow 
inmate in .Tiariuary. 



"I talked to McKenna. He' said 
that's, what tiappened.'' Sloldal told 
reporters. ' "He (McKennat said 
Shaw and Lorenzo started shooting 
at eacii other. He said all of sudden 
he (Shaw) freaked out. He shot 
first." 

Stoldal sold the shooting began 
when police were*. less than two 
minutes from negotiating the release 
of ttie first hostage. 

At one point, he said. McKenna . 
had assured hhn things were calm . 

Then, "We heard shots llred,"

Sheriff -lohn McCarthy said most 
of the prisoners were, already, back 
in titeir locked cells when SWAT 
teams Cfilercd the JaU» within 10 
minutes after tiie shooting. 

The injured guard, William 
Melton, 52, was taken to Sunrise 
Hospital with a wounded left hand. 
~^e other l^'o "hostages- were noT 
Injured, 

The ordeal began at 10 a.m. MDT 
Saturday and ended at 6:30 a.m. 

Monday.

The Boyers use hard, meunual labor to carry on a 
fen^ily-tradition-whichori^nated-in-HagerTnan

HAGERMAN — The watermelon patch, long the subject 
of boyhood summer afternoon daydreams and Tom Sawyer 
adventures, Is not limited to the Old South alone: 
'In the peaceful Hagermon Valley, farmers are now 
harvesting • their yearly crop ol vvatermetons and 
cantaloupes — and hi much the same way U has been done ' 
foTBeheratlons. 

' Emerson Boyer began growing hts watenndons In the 
Ha germ an area In 19Z7, without, aid of mecbanl^atlon, 
pesticides or a lorge amount of land. 

Times may have changed since those seemingly simple 
days. But for Beyer's descendants, much has remained 
relatively the same. And for visitors, the sight seems at 
' first like on image from the past. 

Boyer'a sons Ronald and Dale and a grand nephew, 
Alan, continue .the tradition each year, beginning with 
q)ring planting and ending with a harvest throu^ October, 

."It's Just someUilng we've done all our lives," Dale 
Boyer uld when asked why he grows watermelons In a 
, statobetterknownforpotatoesandwheat. 
--. Growing the crop'is not easy and is probably best done 
In experienced hands. Boyer has been at it for 22 years. 
' But It may also be one of the few crops that remains 
: pmfltable for a small farmer. Boyer ownB.abiMit IW acres . 
tL^fiOond^Uost-otUhat 1b used to grow'-hayi'hrbald. Only 10 ' 
acres produces his yearly crop of over S,SOO watermelons 
and 2,000 cantaloupes. 

The crop is not protected with pesticides. "We Just don't 
seem to need tbem," Boyer said. 

He also does it without the use of madUnery except for a 
tractorusedforcultivatlonlnMay. ' 

Tbe work romaUu done by hand from boebig weeds right 
up to harvest when Boyer Joins In chucking melons and 
cantaloupes up to a truck that he later takes to market bi 
Rupert, Burley, and Idaho Falls. 
Because of a more mild climate minimizing the threat of 



spring freezes, the Hagcrman Valley is one of a handful of ' 
sites In Idaho suited for growing the crop, Boyer said , 

Despite that advantage. It remains a difficult crop. 
"You've got to knovy what you're dobig," ho said.-11iat 
m^ans watching the soil, guarding against too much or too 
little Irrigation. Tbe difference can be all encompassing for 
a crop which Is over 90 percent wateri Boyer sold be has - 
.seen several farmen try (heir bond a( It, each with 
varying degreesof success. 

"It Isn't eaw," be said. For one thing, soil ynter content 
can vary signincantly throughout small plots s^arated by 
a few feet. Tbat means Boyer must regulato the- ' 
Irrigatatlooj of plots taidlvldually and keep a constant 
watch. 

Rock chucks can- also mean disaster to a young crop, he 
added. "They'll clean you oiit It you don't keep them' 
trapped down." ' ii 

The rodents are not the only threats to the melon patch. 
Periiaps this threat Is due to the .tcmptotlon of an 
unguardedbountirulsupplyofa'summerdetl^t. • - , 

Although thtevcs havc caused problems In the past, 
Boyer said he sees little of It anymorc."Tho last lew years 
wehaven'tbcenhurtbadatall." 

Given all that, the Boyers take understandable pride hi 
"the end result — ov^ S,000'4MmsoirSweet and Striped 
Klondikes. Those will be sold to stores at an average price- 
of eight cento a pound — about $2 per melon. 

A friend once said he wished be had enough money (o eat 
Just the meat of melons, Boyer's wife Blabie^ld. while 
selecting only tho seedless center of a Jtist opened melon. 
"I guess that means we're rich." 

Perhaps not a lifestyle for everyone, but the role of a 
small former v/ho does It his way wlltiout dealing with 
many of today's complexltlessecms to fit Boyer. 

"I don't thhik I wont to get any bigger at It." he said. 
"It*s.enough work as It is."

It 
strictly on- the constitutional ques- 
tion, and I expect the same decision 
as the other two federal courta."
